(AN EDITORIAL) 


For the first time since Pearl Harbor Navarro County Is falling 


to meet its obligations to the war effort- After a long drawn out 
campaign, the War Chest hits failed by more than $10,000 of reoclv 
ing Its goal of $36,n02. And the Sixth War Loan campaign has thus 
fur resulted In the suit- of less than S400.000 In War Bonds with a 
county quota of $2,055,000. 


These failures to promptly meet our financial responsibilities 


toward the war connot be due to lack of patriotism. Corslcana and 
Navarro County have furnished their full quotas to the armed forces 
and approximately 300 of these men are casualties of the war. 
Hardly a person In tho city or county has not experienced the loss 
or serious Injury of a relative or friend on some battlefront. The 
war has touched us deeply and has reached into many of our homes. 
Therefore, everyone of us must feel a vital stake In its outcome and 
a vital Interest In bringing It to a quick and decisive close. 


But there Is something wrong somewhere when we do not re- 


spond as promptly In giving and lending our dollars as our boys 
are responding on the many buttlefronts In risking and giving their 
lives for victory. There must he something wrong somewhere when 
It Is known that bivnk deposits here are tho highest In the history 
of tho city nnd county, and our people more able, to give to tho 
War Chest and to buy bonds thnn ever before. Indeed, there must 
be something wrong somewhere when despite our prosperous condi- 
tion, we arc not giving nnd are not buying as we have In the past. 
Why Is this? 


Apparently, our Indifference Is brought about by too much 


optimism—too much faith—In an early end of the war. In yielding 
to this optimism we are playing directly Into the hands of the enemy. 
None of us want to do this. Then, let us arouse ourselves and prove 
that wo are worthy of tho sacrifices our servicemen are making to 
preserve liberty for us. Tho war Is far from won. Let us join In the 
fight with our dollars, thus meeting the light financial obligation 
which Is upon each of us.
